not compare to the moſt lat hꝛimable ſight and ſhew of them, ſurpaſs 
fing as much all credit, as my skill dus ly to deſcribe them, whom 
when they had buried withouctarriance, raſed the houſe tothe ground 
and filled up the moats with earth, heaping upon the place of this 
murt her the ſtones of the houſe defaced,then they returned home diſs 
courſing with lamentable judgment upon the high and fevere re⸗ 
bene of Gods indignation upon them which durſt pꝛeſume to tempt 
his glozious Pajefty. And finally , unleſs repentance bzed a moze 
ſpeedy remo2ſe, ſuch is the fatal end of ſuch pzoud attempts. And 
ſurely this is moſt true, fo; J mp ſelf have ſan the ground where 
the houſe tod, and pet the moats damm d up and the water bꝛeak⸗ 
ing though the ſtones even to this day, there did J {ee a (cull and a 
ſhank bone of them not pet rotten ; and there J did ſo the huge heap 
of Kones wherein they are covered, a fearful example of Gods 
wzath and juſtice againſt ſuch inudel Chꝛiſtiang.
